In 1935 the debt was reduced 
by the board of review under \e 
Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement 
act to $30,000. Today land in the 
district is valued at $12 an acre, 
the court was told. 

“Then your land us worth $9,600 
or $10,000 and it is covered witu 
a debt of $70,000 or $30,000," said 
Mr. Justice Howson.

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Another Protest Vote 


With about four thousand more names 
on the voters’ list than at the general 
election two and a half years ago, approxi- 
mately that many more voters went to the 
polls in East Edmonton yesterday. That 
in itself indicates the quite unusual inter- 
est aroused in this by-election. And inci- 
dentally, the completeness and efficeincy 
of the organized backing given the three 
candidates. 

The winning candidate, Mr. Kennedy, 
received 3,800 more votes than the com- 
bined votes of the two Social Credit candi- 
dates two and a half years ago. This does 
not reflect a corresponding increase in the 
number of Social Credit voters, and may 
indeed indicate no increase at all in their 
number. For the victor did not base his 
campaign on Major Douglas’ theory, and 
last night frankly attributed his victory to 
a combination of “progressive elements,” 
without reference to that theory. In par- 
ticular he secured the support of the Com- 
munist party, a very active and effective 
support, which party polled 2,500 votes in 
the recent provincial by-election, a strong 
proportion of them in East Edmonton 
polls. And in general Mr. Kennedy cen- 
tred his appeal on unemployment and its 
consequent evils. This, in a constituency 
largely industrial and where unemploy- 
ment is widespread and has long been so, 


his success. 

Mr. Marshall polled three thousand 
votes more than the Liberal candidate at 
the general election, equal to three-quar- 
ters of the increase in the number of votes 
polled. The achievement is highly credit- 
able alike to his personal popularity and to 
the character of his campaign, allowing 
for the excellent support he received from 
Hon. J. G. Gardiner, Hon. Ian Mackenzie 
and Hon. C. D. Howe. The result has to be 
accepted as showing that no candidate 
representing the government could have 
won in face of the conditions. That any 
could have done better is by no means 
likely. The record and policy of the Govy- 
ernment were set forth fully and con- 
vincingly, but the circumstances denied 
Success to anyone except a candidate bid- 
ding for votes on the ground that unem- 
ployment was still prevalent and that 
only radical measures of monetary reform 
couJd remedy the condition. The voters, in 
overwhelming majority, were impatient at 
the long delay of recovery, and polled a 
protest vote as strong as that of two years 
ago—the more striking because polled 
for one candidate, whereas it was formerly 
split three ways—Social Credit, C.C.F. and 


* Communist. 


The Conservative candidate received 
less support than was given the party's 
representative at the general elections, 
This is further proof that discontent was 
the dominant factor in the election. And 
proof also that the principles and policy of 
that party have actually lost ground in 
the riding, despite the heavy gain in the 
number of qualified voters. The fact is 
the more significant because twice in its 
history the constituency has gone Con- 
servative by substantial majorities, while 
the Liberals only won it once, and then by 
a narrow margin. 

East Edmonton for the time has to be 
placed in the list of radical constituencies; 
the more certainly so because, all the way 
from the tariff to maintaining the Na- | 
tional Railways, the policies of the Govern- | 
ment have the undoubted approval of its 
voters, 


“Starving” 


A correspondent says he has found a 
case to support ex-Alderman Cleveley’s 
statement that “People right around us are 
starving.” He cites the position of a fam- 
ily in deep distress, and distressing cir- | 
cumstances. The father is sick and in need 
of an operation, The mother is sick and in | 
need of treatment. The children ars under- | 
nourished. 

The evidence thus presented docs not | 
establish that the family are suficring 
from “starvation,” or from an insuffi- 
ciency of food. The parents are in need o{ 
medical care, which is supplied to all per- 
sons on city relief. The children are suf- 
fering from a lack of nutriment, which 
may mean the wrong kind of food rather 
than too little food. Hundreds of chiidren 
in this and every other city are fed al) they 
can eat and are still under-nourished. 

But the correspondent does not say this 
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family are on relief. He does not say they 
applied for relief and were refused. He 
does not even say they have no means— 
though this is to be supposed. 

If they have not applied for relief it is 
no fault of the public, the relief officials, 
or the public authorities, that they are in 
distress. If they did apply and were re- 
fused without just cause, the fault must 
lie with the city authorities, not with the 
provincial or federal Governments or offi- 
cials. And, considering the nature of the 
case, the fault more likely lies with last 
year’s city council than with this year’s 
council. Mr. Cleveley, as a member of last 
year’s council, must in that event take his 
share of the blame. 

To suggest that a case of this kind 
shows a lack of “humanity” on the part 
of the city, the province or the Dominion, 
is utterly unwarranted. At the worst. on 
the evidence shown, some city official 
made a mistake in refusing relief where it 
was needed and where he was justified in 
giving it. If so, the door is open for a 
renewed application, or an appeal to the 
city council. Yo deal with just such cases 
the city, province and Dominion are pay- 
ing out a million dollars per year in Ed- 
monton. Is that “starving” people to save 
money?

And Four Deaths 

A brief despatch says fifteen cases of diph- 
theria have been reported in the city of Quebec 
in the past ten days, with four deaths resulting. 

It is shocking to read such a report from a 
Canadian city, to realize that this utterly need- 
less slaughter of the innocents still goes on. 

Nothing is more certain in medical experi- 
ence ‘than that diphtheria can be prevented by 
the simple and cheap toxoid immunization 
treatment. It has been proved abundantly— 
proved in Hamilton, which has not had a death 
from this disease in years, in Brantford, in 
Toronto, in Ottawa, in a thousand towns and 
cities, 

Quebec with a terrifying number of cases 
and many deaths in the past few months, has 
undertaken a toxoid, campaign, in the deter- 
mination that the conditions which permitted 
such an epidemic shal] be removed. But Que- 
bec’s unfortunate experience is not without its 
moral for all communities. The fact has been 
demonstrated that diphtheria has lost none of 
its deadliness, that uncontrolled it stil] is the 
dread of childhood, that no natural immunity to 
the disease is being established. If immuniza- 
tion is neglected the risk is clear. — Ottawa 
Journal, 


The Conservative Future 

In the months between now and the hold- 
ing of the Conservative national convention 
this Summer there is going to be something of 
a contest between two, and possibly more, 
groups in that party to impose upon it their 
beliefs as to policy. The gathering at Ottawa 
recently indicated as much but it indicated, too, 
that one group was in the ascendency there 
and obtained a position nearing dominance in 
the organizational machinery. 

That group is the one which wants to re- 
store the Conservative party to its old position 
and to its old policy, but probably with the 
addition of railway unification as an extra 
plank. It centres in Ontario and Montreal and 
the Montreal Gazette and Montreal Star express 
its views accurately. It is natural that it should 
be the dominant influence for it is in Ontario 
and Montreal that the strength of the party, or 
such of it as was left after the wreck of 1935, 
now lies. 

Another section of the party, having 
strength chiefly in the outlying Provinces, but 
commanding some support among the younger 
people of the central Provinces, seeks revivifi- 
cation on new lines and with new ideals. They 
would make it a party of gradual reform, rec- 
ognizing the new obligations that have fallen on 
Government in the economic field and seeking 
to keep abreast of public opinion rather than 
waiting to be pushed along by fear of defeat at 
the polls. 

No doubt within the party the issue will be 
fought through the coming months, but in that 
struggle the Central Canada group will have an 
overpowering advantage by reason of its mem- 
bers in the Ottawa House, its resources and the 
circumstance that it includes many dominating 
figures in public and business life. 

In this contest the question of railway uni- 
fication is going to play an important part. On- 
tario and Montreal Conservative opinion defin- 
itely favors the absorption of the C.N.R. by the 
private company, with the country keeping the 
debts of course. Hitherto it could not be adopt- 
ed as a part of party policy. Mr. Bennett had 
committed himself clearly and definitely against 
unification or amalgamation. Now Mr. Ben- 
nett is out of the Conservative scene, the chief 
obstacle to an amalgamation policy is removed. 

Only a few days ago in the Senate, Mr. 
Meighen indicated his support for unification, 
saying, “I would like to think public opinion 
was such that it could be done.” And Mr. 
Meighen is a strong contender for party leader- 
ship, having the support of the Central Canada 
group. And so, without doubt, an effort wil] be 
made to embody in the new party policy pro- 
posals for railway unification in some form or 
another. 

That, howeve., is only one point in the issue 
to be decided. The major question is whether 
or not the party is to return to its former 
policies and at the moment the prospects are 
that it will.—Saskatoon Star-Phoenixz.

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

The diagnosis of mucous colitis usually does 
not present any difficulty when the patient is 
carefully examined and questioned closely as to 
the case history. A history of the finding of 
shreds of mucus in the stools, abdominal tender- 
ness (especially in the lower left hand quarter), 
and more or less digestive upset, should point the 
way to diagnosis. When the patient comes to 
the office during one of the so-called “crisis” 
periods when the colon is on the war-path, the 
diagnosis is much more easily established. 

However, careful. examination even during 
one of the quiet periods will generally locate the 

. trouble, especially if the X-ray is used. 

The question uppermost in the patient's mind 
is what he can do during one of the attacks, For- 
tunately, there are several measures which may 
be used and which are generally helpful in pro- 
viding relief. One of the most helpful of these 
measures is the application of heat. Heat may 
be applied over the tender area by the use of the 
hot water bottle, by using towels which have 
been dipped in hot water, or with a hot pad. The 
hot bath may also be used to good effect. 

Another helpful measure is the use of a care- 
ful diet. When the colon seems to be particularly 
irritable it is often a good plan to use only cooked 
vegetables, avoiding the raw salad vegetables, 
and using the cooked ones in a pureed form. 
Pureeing will break up the vegetable fibre and 
provide the colon with a soft, smooth bulk which 
is often soothing. If there has been considerable 
trouble with flatulence cr gas, staying away from 
starches and also from mixtures of starches and 
sugars will help to cut down on the fermenta- 
tion. 

When the obdominal upset is severe it may 
be advisable to omit all food for a day or for 
several days, using either plain water with noth- 
ing else, or using feedings of tomato juice. The 
fast will give the irritated colon a chance to rest 
and recuperate. 

When the discomfort from colitis is marked, 
it is often advantageous to avoid strain of any 
kind. A period of rest and relaxation will be 
exceedingly beneficial. During a crisis period 
the patient should be told to avoid strenuous 
exercise, long automobile rides. over bumpy 
roads which induce jolting and jarring, late 
hours, emotional excitement, etc. 

I find the enema very helpful in these cases 
and it is often a good plan to use the water in 
the enema as hot as may be borne, adding to it a 
spoonful of baking soda. The enema may be 
used without fear for several days if necessary 
and is very helpful in that it keeps the colon 
clean without irritating it. Cathartics and laxa- 
tives should be religiously avoided. 

When the patient has been constipated and 
complains of the stools being hard and dry, the 
use of the oil retention enema is generally sooth- 
ing. The warm oil is introduced at night before 
retiring and is retained until the next morning. 
In such cases it is sometimes advisable to use 
agar-agar in an effort to increase the bowel 
residue as the agar will not only provide the 
material for a soft, large stool but also has the 
virtue of being non-irritating. 

‘The combination of heat, a wisely selected 
diet, rest, and the enema is usually sufficient to 
convince the patient that mucous colitis is re- 
lievable. The patient can not be promised a 
quick cure, as often a long period of treatment 
is required before recovery is established.

Questions And Answers 

QUESTION: Susan H. writes: “Is there any 
form of Chorea or St. Vitus’ Dance which is 
passed on from the parents to the children?” 

ANSWER: Huntington's Chorea is heredit- 
ary, being transmissible from parents to off- 
spring. It commonly develops in adult life. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Bedelia O. asks: “Could a 
dead tooth cause neuritis or rheumatism if the 
tooth shows a pus-bag in the X-ray pictures?” 

ANSWER: It is possible to develop neuritis 
or rheumatism from abcessed teeth. 

QUESTION: Mrs. G. L. M. writes: “I note 
that I am becoming more nervous al] the time. 
I am also troubled by hemorrhoids and when I 
asked my doctor about the treatment he said 
that in his opinion the hemorrhoids could not 
be cleared up unless I secured electrical treat- 
ment or an injection treatment. Do you believe 
such treatments are absolutely necessary?” 

ANSWER: I find that the patient with this 
trouble will benefit from a careful diet and 
from those measures which prevent sluggish 
elimination.

The 
police stood by (it was alleged by 
the reformers) with the consent of 
the mayor and chief of police 
Mackenzie and his host sought 
refuge elsewhere, and the tumult 
died down. It was the next year 
before Mackenzie brought his 
family back to ‘Toronto, Then 
there was no more mob law and 
Toronto accepted its former mayor 
a» an errant repentant child come 
home.

Dominion Responsibility 
Editor, Bulletin: As a subscriber 
to your good paper, I ain taking the 
liberty of writing you with regard 
to your editorial published in your 
issue of March 18th, under the 
heading, “Where Are They?” .. 

In so doing, it is not with the 
intention of playing politics, or in 
a spirit of carping criticism, but 
rather from the point of view that 
we should be very careful of our 
ground before making statements 
publicly. 

In this particular instance, I be- 
lieve that if you go into these 
things very carefully, you will find 
there are people practically starving 
in this city, and while I cannot say 


how many cases there are, yet at 
the moment, I am dealing specifi- 


cally with a case which has come 
to my notice recently through 
ordinary contact with my fellows. 

This is a case of a married man 
| over sixty years of age, who is 
suffering from a double hernia, his 
wife is suffering from artliritis, and 
whose family, especially in the case 
of one of the children, is suffering 
from malnutrition and is slowly 
starving to death. In fact, the teach- 
ers at the school, which the child 
is attending, are taking an addi- 
| tional lunch every day for the child. 
In order to get immediate atten- 
j tion and assistance, I understand 
|that the school doctor was quite 
| willing to certify that the child was 
| slowly starving to death, 

At the present time, as it seems to 

e impossible to get any action 
; anywhere, I have taken the matter 
|up direct with the mier of this 
province, as I do not think that the 
welfare of our fellow men should 
| be allowed to enter into party pole 
itics, but should be the responsibil- 
| ity and care of all those who are 
in a position to assist them, 

The trouble today is that the 
political machine seems to be gove 
erned by a spirit of selfishness and 
greed rather than from humanitar- 
jan motives, and I say most em- 
phatically that the sufferings of our 
fellow men should not be allowed 
to become a political football be- 
tween the parties. 

It should be the responsibility of 
the Dominion government of this 
country, whose duty, first of all. is 
to take care of the needs of the 
citizens, but unfortunately there 
seems to be very little business 
management and thought given tuo 
such things. 

I would appreciate it very much 
indeed if, in your next issue, you 
| will either publish my letter, or 
correct your editorial, as I do not 
| think it is right and fair that suci 
statements should be made when 
quite unintentionally on your part 
your subscribers mdy obtain ideas 
which are contrary to fact.

He found it even “more 
disturbing” that “many of my con- 
temporaries, men who are often 
holding distinguished posts, are 
beginning to suffer from sudden 
mental breakdowns.” 

The causes lay, he believed, in 
the social derangement of the war, 
the unsettlement of the world, 
the fact human nature had not 
adjusted itself to the speeding 
up of the scientific apparatus of 
life and “The decline of religion, 
which gave our fathers a shield 
against the buffets of fate.” 


In Canada, other special causes 


were added: “Extremes of weather
